A WONDERFUL PAGEANT. 

I do not know whether any of the 
Edendale moving picture outfits were 
in Balboa Park this morning to catch 
the pageantry of the solemn Pontifical 
Military Field Mass which was there 
celebrated, but if not they missed 
something much greater worth while 
than anything they have yet done. It 
was the most colorful, «triking and 
fascinating spectacle that California 
has ever witnessed.

The magnificent altar, which is a 
replica of an ancient structure in 
Loretto in Mexico, was set in a natu- 
ral amphitheater with the blue sky 
for its dome.

The mass was scheduled to begin 
at 10 o'clock, but the procession did 
not arrive until a half-hour later. By 
that time fully 20,000 people were 
gathered on the sloping uplands that 
closed in the mystical little glen where 
the altar stood. In the trail of the. pro- 
cession came perhaps 6000 additional 
spectators. When the Franciscan 
priest who officiated began the 
Gregorian chant of the mass, the 
scene was wonderful. A hush fell 
upon the great throngs. The living 
God was about to be worshipped in 
the temple of the hills. 

As the procession filed down ome 
the new-made trails to the altar, a 
deép murmur of wonder and ad- 
miration swept the crowds like the 
subdued tones of some mighty organ. 
First came the acolytes, some in pur- 
ple and others in white satin, swing- 
ing censers and bearing golden cross- 
. Two companies of the Coast ar- 
tillery, with drawn swords, followed, 
and back of the soldiers came men 
bearing blue and yellow banners em- 
bilazoned with the cross. There was 
then a squadron of outriders, who 
were of Mexican and Indian blood and 
clad in boleros and sombreros. They 
rode great, splendid horses. Follow- 
ing the cabelleros came two modern 
figures. clad in frock coats and high 
silk hats. They were John Barrett 
and Joseph W. Sefton, representing, 
respectively, the President of the 
United States and the Director Gen- 
-_ of the Panama-California Expo- 

on. 

Winding then from the waving 
trails of wild oats and chaparral ex- 
actly as one sees it in the moving- 
picture spectacles, came the brown- 
robed, sandaled Franciscans from 
Santa Barbara mission—the one gray 
fortress that, through wreck and ruin 
and spoliation, never surrendered—the 
friars from.ancient San Luis Rey, 
others from Los Angeles, San Gabriel 
and far-flung outposts of the Sierra. 

In sharp contrast to the sober 
monks appeared the bishop in his gor- 
geous robes of purple and gold, fol- 
lowed by the monsignori in scarlet, 
and the secular priests in white sur- 
plices to the number of fully 1060.

of the day. Bishop Conaty was in 
magnificent voice and in happy mood. 
He made a striking figure indeed as 
he stood there on the white floor of 
the altar facing the multitudes that 
waited to hear him. He spoke for 
nearly an hour in clear resonant 
tones that were distinctly heard by 
all, even to the farthest edges of the 


crowd.

The actual ground-breaking cere- 
monies took place in the afternoon on 
the same spot where the religious 
ceremonies had taken place. The 
morning service was a tribute to the 
hallowed past which San Diego and 
all California cherishes. The civic 
celebration typified the commercial 
progress of today and the destiny in 
store for the Pacific Coast of North 
and South America. 
Another great crowd assembied in 
Balboa..Park, to which the speakers 
and the distinguished guests were 
escorted by a military parade, which 
made up in quality mr it lacked in 
numbers. It was composed of some 
companies of the National Guard, 
soldiers of the regular army from 
Fort Rosecrans and blue coats and 
marines from the warships tying in 
the harbor. 
The ground-breaking would have 
been tame enough had it not been 
for a couple of unlooked for thrills. 
The tenderly affectionate letter which 
President Taft wrote to Mr. Barrett 
bidding him convey his love to the 
people of San Diego and referring to 
the fact that his father died here af- 
fected the audience visibly. Then 
when the electric buzzer began to 
hum on the platform and Barrett 
announced that the President was at 
that moment in the East Room of the 
White House pressing the button that 
placed him in touch with San Diego 
there fell a hush of deep expectancy 
over the assemblage. 

CHEERS FOR FLAGS. 

It was a very pretty and indeed a 
stirring sight a second later when the 
flags of the Central and South Amer- 
ican republics began slowly to upn- 
fold one after another. Cheer upon 
cheer greeted the emblems of each 
of our southern sisters, the flag of 
the Argentine coming in for special 
applause. 

But the most dramatic moment was 
yet to come. As the last sister flag 
was unfurled the big bulk over Bar- 
ret’s head shook and quivered for 
the half of a second and iImmediate- 
ly a bright magnificent American flag 
dropped from the wire. The winds 
from the sea caught tis folds of glory 
as though by prearrangement or as 
by the hands of unseen spirits. There 
was a flash of crimson bars and the 
gleam of silvery stars as Old Glory 
leaped upon the breeze that it loves 
so well. The people seemed to go 
mad with joy. The hills shook with 
the thunder of mighty cheers. 

U. S&S. Grant of San Diego presided 
at the meeting. Lee Gates spoke as 
the personal representative of Gov. 
Johnson and there were some other 
‘remarks by various persons. The 
really notable address of the after- 
noon was made by Goy. Sloan of Ari- 
zona. Mr. Barrett did the ground- 
breaking on behalf of President Taft. 

The various stunts of the night 
following upon the serious proceedings 
of the day were carried out in the best 
carnival spirit of California. The 
streets were filled with as merry a 
throng as ever Los Angeles or San 
Francisco boasted. The noise and 
din was vociferous till a late hour. 
Tons of confetti were thrown about. 

QUEEN I8 CROWNED. 

The long looked for arrival of 
“King Cabrillo” and the crowning of 
“Queen Ramona” nearly approached 
the dignity of pageantry although con- 
ceived whuily in a spirit of pleasantry. 
The lights on the waters of the bay 
and the costumes of the queen and 
her ladies in waiting were quite 
gorgeous. 

The thing was handled with admi- 
rable care and success. A Spanish 
caravel was seen to come across the 
waters of the harbor just at sunset. 
As the ancient vessel slowly crept 
from North Island toward the pier in 
Saa Diego the tremendous throngs on 
shore seemed to grow excited. Lights 
flashed out from all kinds of craft 
in the harbor here, there and every- 
where. The caravel sailed on and on 
and at length reached the shore. 

In the prow of the ship a apnnwe 
figure appeared who announced that 
he was Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo, the 
discoverer of CaHfornia, and that he 
had returned to revisit the scene of 
his exploits in the year 1542, when 
he first came to San Diego. Cabrillo 
seemed to doubt that the magnificent 
city he saw before him could possibly 
be the San Diego of old. He was as- 
sured that it was the identical spot 
and he was urged to come ashore 
and accept the freedom of the city 
which he had on the map nearly 
400 years ago. Iden key to the 
city’s gates th placed in the old 
sallor’s hands and he was told that 
the people were eager to declare him 
king in preference to Col. Collier or 
anybody else. 

His welcome seemed genuine 
that Cabrillo was delighted, he 
stepped ashore, whereupon he was 
placed In a sedan chair and borne by 
a band of Indian carriers up the main 
street of the town until the Court- 
house was reached. There, at the 
doorway of the Temple of Justice, he 
found Queen Ramona sitting on a 
golden throne. The mob wildly de- 
manded that Cabrillo should crown 
their queen. The immortal navigator 
gladly complied, performing the cere- 
mony with all the traditional chivalry 
of his nation.

HISHOLM HELD 
C AS MURDERER. 


LIFE IMPRISONMENT. 


Prisoner Breaks Down and Sobs 
As Doom Is Pronounced—Scruples 
Against Death Penalty on Part of 
Three Jurors Save Him from Death 
on Gallows. 


SANTA ROSA (Cal.) July 19.—Dr. 
L. C. Chisholm was found guilty of 
having murdered John D. Powell, 
near Fort Ross, March 9, by a jury 
in Judge Emmet Seawell’s court here 
A penalty of life imprison- 
ment was recommended. 

The jury's verdict was murder in 
the first degree. 

Chisholm, who awaited the coming 


drawn face and hands clutching the 
arms of his chair, sobbed when the 
verdict was read. 
he swayed as if about to fall, and 
was caught by a bailiff. He will be 
brought into court for sentence Sat- 
urday. 

Three members of the jury who are 
opposed to capital punishment are 
said to have prevented the recom- 
mendation of the death penalty and 
to have saved Chisholm from the gal- 
lows. Three ballots were taken, nine 
men insisting that the accused man 
should pay the penalty of his crime 
with his life. After half an hour 
the agreement on life imprisonment 
was reached. 

Through his relations with Blanche 
Cc. McCready of San Francisco, whom 
the prosecution sought to show Chis- 
holm had married under the name of 
Powell, intending to use her to col- 
lect his intended victim's insurance, 
various plots in which Chisholm and 
the McCready woman collaborated, 
were unearthed. 

Chisholm first denied having ever 
seen or heard of Powell, but yesterday 
brought face to face with incontrover- 
tible evidence, admitted that he had 
killed Powell, but declared he had 
done so in self-defense.

This is almost as large a num- 
ber of deaths In Topeka alone as in 
the entire State in the past year. 

Seven persons are in the city de- 
tention hospital and ten families are 
under quarantine in East Topeka. Two 
‘new cases have developed since yes- 
terday. 

There has been more or less sma!)- 
pox in Kansas for many years, but 
this is the first time in twelve years 
that the black smalipox, the most 
virulent form of the disease, has 
reached the stage, where it might be 
termed epidemic. 

The State Board of Health began 
an investigation today and may take 
charge of the preventive work and 
may also order a general vaccination 
of the entire infected district, cover- 
ing about one-third of North Topeka.

DOESN'T RECOLLECT. 
“As a member of such committee 
did you ever participate in the pur- 
chase of such interests?’’ 
“I don’t think so.”’

Mr. Thomas said that his stock

| PUBLIC CONSEQUENCE. 

"The conduct of the great com- 
on staple articles among the 
States is becoming a matter of public 
consequence and the courts have up- 
held legislation regulating it and pre- 
scribing some of the conditions un- 
der. which it may be caried on. To 


require as one of these conditions that 


prices must be reasonable only in- 
volves a new applicetion of the same 
principle. 

“The anti-trust legislation of the 
United States and most ow the sepa- 
rate States is based on the theory that 
the natural price of an article is that 
fixed. by the operation of the natural 
law of supply and demand, working 
without artificial restraint. 

“But the law of supply and demand 
does not and has not for many years 
worked in this country in a natura! 
unrestrained and unfettered manner. 
“The government in the first in- 
stance interposes an artificial restraint 
in- the protective tariff on imports. 
‘True, the theory of this tariff is to 
equalize conditions; to place aa it 
were a handicap on the foreign com- 
petitor, who has produced his com- 
modities under conditions less bur- 
densome than thos) under which the 
American manufacturer produces his 
The inequalities resulting from meth- 
ods of tariff legisation are very 
often impossible to justify on 
the theory of sufficient protection only 
and the resulting price ts that fixed 
by arlimited competition by dealers in 
the market for which foreign compet- 
{tors ara to a certain extent excluded. 
FIXED BY AGREEMENT. 
“Nor is this all. It is probably safe 
te, aay that in almost every one of the 
great staple industries prices have 
been for years fixed by agreement be- 
tween the principal producers and 
not from free play of competition 
among the domestic producers, nor by 
the unfettered operation of the law of 
supply and demand. The fact seems 
to be that the prices of the standard 
artioles sold in the United States for 
bie years have not been fixed at 
all by 


the laws of the supply and

“In this.view, it is certainly not 
unreasonable that the purchase public

“If there could be any assurance 
that the free play of competition 
should be desired and the natural 
price resulting from the unrestrained 
operation of supply and demand were 
then maintained no government su- 
pervision of business—beyond occa- 
sional prosecutions for violations of 
the Sherman law—would be necessary. 

“But the habite formed through 
years of following a system are not 
easily shaken off, and the artificial 
forms of orgamization made necessary 
by the conflicting laws of many States 
with those of the nation, will always 
present a borderland of doubt which 
will furnish on the one hand oppor- 
tunities for those who wish to vio- 
late the law with some show of justi- 
fication, and on the other perplex 
those who are sincerely desirous of 
keeping the law, but by reason by 
reason by reason of the complexity 
and conflict different State laws, find it 
difficult to do so without seeming to 
run counter to the anti-trust law. 

“For the effectual regulation of both 


Federal commission is certainly de- 
sirable, if not absolutely necessary. 
In theory it would seem that such a 
commission would have some power 
over prices, but the practical difficul-

RESTRAINTS OF TRADE. 

“Probably no one thing has done 
more to facilitate restraint of trade 
and the growth of monopoly than the 
departure from the early rule of law 
that one corporation cannot own stock 
in another. That departure was the 
most baneful result of the ‘let us 
alone’ policy in dealing with corpora- 
tions to which the country abandoned 
itself during the last thirty years of 
the nineteenth century. The condi- 
tions, which hawe resulted from the 
exercise of the expressly conferred 
powers in one corporation to take and 
hold stock im another, present the 
most serious obstacles to the effectual 
dealing with the trust problem. 

“Whenever competitors have been 
excluded by unfair means, and a very 
large part of the commerce, absorbed 
by a particular interest ministry 
by which it been accom- 
plished, will be found on examination 
to be the control of corporations by 
of intercorporate  stockhold- 
ngs. 

“If Congress should enact that no 
corporation engaged tn interstate 
commerce shall hereafter acquire any 
stock of any other corporation so en- 
gaged, and that unless all such 
corporations should dispose of al! 
stocks held by them in other corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce 
within some specified period, they 
should be prohibited from carrying on 
interstate commerce until they did so 
dispose of stocks, the ax would indeed 
be laid at the root of the trust evil, 
but justice to innocent holders of se- 
curities issued to the public based on 
pledged stocks acquired and held 
pursuant to express legal authority 
would require authority be given to 
their case and exceptions to be made 
to the prohibition as might be neces- 
sary to their protection. These acts 
might seriously interfere with the en- 
actment of legislation effective to, the 
eae of the main purpose 

ew. 


“Business men of integrity are na- 
turally desirous of avoiding violations 
of law. The construction of the Sher- 
man law originally contended for 
would have condemned them for any 
concerted action which imposes a 
restraint on trade. 

“The more enlightened view, which 
has been established by the Supreme 
Court, Hmits the problem to undue 
restraints—-those not the result of 
normal business methods, but are in- 
tended to accomplish, or have for 
their direct or primary purpose, inter- 
ference with the natural course of 
trade and commerce among the 
States, or with foreign countries. Yet 
even within these rules there is an 
area of activity where co-operation 
and association should have only play 
under government supervision and 
control. 

“With such supervision, economic 
force may be utilized to the public 
benefit to the general satisfaction of 
the commercial world. By it, while 
monopolies and restraints of trade sti!) 
will be held at bay by terrors of ant!- 
trust act, thousands of small traders 
may be regulated, corporations protect 
themselves from the ruin of de- 
structive competition on the one hand 
and from the constant apprehension 
of indictment on the other. « 


THE PROBLEM STATED. 


“Conservative minds naturally 
shrink from accepting a conclusion 
which would devolve upon the na- 
tional government, the comprehensive 
powers «4 duties involved in extend- 
ing the principles of interstate com- 
merce laws over commercial and in- 
dustrial corporations. The increased 
centralization of control In Washing- 
ton over the trade of the country, the 
multiplication of Federal office hold- 
ers and bureaucratic intermeddlfing 
with business may be necessary, but 
are undesirable incidents to the con- 
duct of daily business life. 
“These problems go to the very 
root of the continued prosperity of 
our people. They can only be solved 
by a careful consideration free from 
any partisan bias. I have not  at- 
tempted to ernrrese a conclusion, but 
merely to state the elements of a 
problem which, if wisely determined, 
will ‘scatter plenty o'er ai smiling 
land,” and if unwisely dealt with 
may paralyze the land of industry 
that make those rich—not with the 
unequal wealth of monopoly, but with 
the distributed wealth which brings 
national prosperity and continued 
peace.”

IN STEEL AHEAD. 


HEADS OF TWO CORPORATIONS 
DENY ALL RUMORS. 


J. A. Farrell and Charles M. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, July 19.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Both J. A. Farrell, presi- 
dent of the Steel Corporation, and 
Charlies M. Schwab, president of the 
Rethlehem Steel Company, are empha- 
tic in declaring that no world-wide 
steel trust is contemplated. They re- 
turned to New York today on the 
Olympic after a visit to Brussels, 
where they went to attend the Inter- 
national Metallurgical Congress held 
in that city from July 5 to 7. 

Farrell was told that a delegate to 
the congress was alleged to have said 
in an interview that the International 
Steel and Iron Association would con- 
trol the world’s steel business and so 
act as to prevent war. 

“I doubt very much whether 
delegate gave out that statemen 
said Farrell. 

“At the congress such a subject as 
even increased prices was not men- 
tioned. The records of the meeting 
can be seen by the public. The ob- 
jects of the association are economi- 
cal and sociological. Some may scoff 
at the sociological side, but no corpor- 
ation treats men more humanely than 
the steel corporation.” 

Besides attending the conference at 
Brussels, Schwab made a contract to

According to the story that the In- 
dian mald tells, Herbst hopped up the 
front steps of the house carrying a re- 
ceipt book and @ copy of the Trib- 
une in his hand while the girl was 
sweeping the front porch. He at «nce 
asked her if she wanted to take the 
Tribune. The girl stated she did not. 

Still talking, Herbst opened the 
screen door and entered the hcuse 
with the girl right behind him. He 
entered the parlor and seated himself 
on the couch. He held out a piece 
of paper and told the girl to sign it. 
Not wishing to cause any trouble, and 
being somewhat frightened by the 
man's bold manner, the girl did so. 

Herbst then pulled out the copy of 
the Tribune and told the ri to aft 
beside him on the couch and read the 
paper. Frightened by the solicitor. 
the girl sank back into an adiacent 
chair and exclaimed that she did not 
wish to read the Tribune.

Estrangement of Companions Ke- 
garded as Inseparable is Shown 
When Court is Asked to Order Sale 
of Valuable Propertics Given as 
Securities In Transactions.

Madeline F. Wills, who inherited a 
fortune at the death. of her mother 
and incidentally became involved in a 
serios of lawenpite with her brother, 
Dr. W. LeMoyne Wills, yesterday filed 
three suits agkinet Mrs. Louise M. 


Brainerd, who hitherto has been heri 


staunch friend and supporter in her 
legal trouble. 

The commencement of the litiga- 
tion was A great surprise to all per- 
sons who have taken an interest in the 
fight, which was precipitated by the 
death of Mra. Wills. 

A strange friendship  cxisted be- 
tween Miss Wills and Mrs. Brainerd. 
They were thought to be inseparable 
friends. They even ventured in bus- 
iness together in large ‘deals. To- 
gether they erected Hotel Balboa. 

From the suit it is apparent that 
Mrs. Brainerd has been a heavy debt- 
or of Miss Wills. The suits are upon 
notes which were executed on Octo- 
ber 30, 1908. 

The loans were $60,000, $36,000 and 
$10,000. They were secured by mort- 
gages on property at Fifth and Olive 
streets, Grand aventie and Fifth and 
Seventh and Lucas streets. 

Miss Wills now avers that no part 
of the principal has been paid and 
that all of the interest is unliquidated. 
She asks the court to order the prop- 
erty sold. 

The litigation of the Wills, brother 
and sister, has been hard fought and 
interesting. There was speculation 
at the courthouse and among the ac- 
quaintances of the Wills yesterday as 
to whether the break between Miss 
Wills and Mrs. Brainerd would bring 
the family together again. 

When the father died he willed al! 
of his property to his wife, indicating 
that he desired to have it go to his 
children at her death. 

When Mrs. Wills died, a will was 
left by her giving all of the estate. 
Valued at about $750,000 to her 
daughter and leaving the doctor a 
monthly stipend of -$100. She stipu- 
lated that he should be entirely cut 
off if he contested the will. 

Dr. Wills immediately brought suit 


in an endeavor to construe the pro- 


visions of his father’s will as making 
a trust provision in which he should 
have half of the estate. 

He averred that his mother had cut 
him off with little because she had 
been displeased with the fact that he 
had kept race horses and had rented 
a building for saloon purposes. 

Judge Wilbur refused to construe 
the provisions as a trust and gave. 
judgment for Miss Wills. Wills’s at- 


torneys recently argued for a new 
trial, urging the jurist to concede that 
he had erred in his rulings. The 


magistrate has not decided upon the 
motion. 

Dr. Wills also sued his sister for an 
accounting, alleging that there was 
due him a large sum from her. This 
matter has not been settled.

They are auto enthus- 
jasts who have as a special pet and 
hobby a racing machine, which is 
called the Comet. 7 

Barly in the week they invited a 
young woman friend, who was here 
from San Franciseo visiting relatives, 
to take a spin through the country on 
asunny morning. Because of the fact 
that the young lady ts prominently 
connected in the northern city, the 
autoists refused to divulge her name 
to anyone. 

As‘the story runs, the two young 
men, accompanted by the young wom- 
an, drove through Hollywood to the 
Palisades. Along this perfect stretch 
of road they @ecided to show the real 
speed of the »aachine. Soon. they 
were speeding along at the rate of 
sixty-five miles an hour, with possi- 
bilities of doing still better. 

The breeze of the speeding ma- 
chine, in addition to the wind blow- 
ing off the Pacific, was the nemesis 
of the trip. It whipped the skirts 
of the young woman out. of her 
hands and blew them ‘into the face 
of the driver. 

There was no floor to the stripped 
racing car and the skirts found tnem- 
selves gathered in a suction, which 
pulled them down among the whir- 
ring wheels and flying pistons. In the 
fraction of a second, they were ccught 
and pulled wiidly, torn swiftly, and 
finally jerked off entirely. They car- 
ried with them nearly every other 
vestige of clothing which the young 
woman had on, and but for the prompt 
work of Hertel, who pulled her away 
from the machinery, she might have 
been seriously injured or killed. The 
machine was stopped within a few 
hundred feet of the place where the 
skirts had been caught, but too late 
to save the girl the humiliation of her 
unattired condition. 

The young men had an auto coat in 
the racer, and bundling the girl into 
this, in addition to the few remnants 
of clothing that. could be found in the 
machinery and along the road, and she 
was hurried back to her hotel.

DEATH TO TWO 
FAST RUN. 


Saloon-Keeper's New Auto 
Turns Turtle. 

Wife Predicts Disaster When 


He Buys It. 


Owner and Friend Killed and 
Three Injured. 


Speed mania of an amateur auto- 
mobile driver and a desire to show 
his skill for “hitting it up” caused 
the death: of two well-known men, 
nervous shocks and minor bruises to 
a woman and two children at 6:30 
yesterday morning. 

The dead are Alexander Aikman, 
aged 42 years, owner and proprietor 
of the Salt Lake Bar, No. 1134 East 
Firat street, with residence at No. 346 
South State street, who was driving 
his new Pope-Hartford seven-passen- 
ger car, and John Sommers, 57 years 
old. for several years a bill clerk at 
the Pacific Coast Biscuit Company, 
who resided at No. 1941 East Third 
street. 

The injured are Fannie Aikman, the 
14-year-old daughter of the dead 
driver, who sustained a broken left 
wrist and many bruises and scratches; 
Mrs. Aikman, his wife, whose left 
shoulder was severely wrenched; Wal- 
ter White, a boy, 5 years old, son 
of James White of Glendale. The only 
one of the party to escape injury was 
Mary, the 22-year-old daughter of the 
Aikmans. 

The accident occurred on the El 
Monte and San Bernardino road, com- 
monly called Pomona Way, eight 
miles east of El Monte and one mile 
east of Puente. It is a straight stretch. 
The accident was witnessed by a sec- 
tion gang on the Southern Pacific, and 
by O. M. Douglas of Santa Barbara. 
and L. M. Osborn of Loma Linda near 
Riverside, who were coming west on 
the road, about a mile ahead of the 
Aikman car. 

WIFE'S PREDICTION. 

Aikman was well to do. About six 
weeks ago he proposed buying an au- 
tomobile. His wife protested, saying 
that either he or some member of the 
family would surely be killed “in the 
fool thing,” as she expressed it yes- 
terday. 

Aikman laughed at her presenti- 
ment, and got the car, a beauty. He 
learned to run it. His greatest trou- 
ble, according to friends, was that he 
wanted to run too fast before he thor- 
oughly mastered the intricacies of 
steering the machine. 

He had taken his family out for a 
few short rides to get them used to it. 
Then he proposed yesterday's trip to 
Bear Lake, about seventeen miles in 
the mountains above Riverside. 

Aikman apparently did not realize 
the terific speed at which he was fly- 
ing — fifty miles an hour, observers 
say. His attention was attracted 
to a beautiful level field on his 
left, and in looking around, his ma- 
chine was slightly turned to the left, 
so that it had gotten off the macadam 
surface on to the dirt road. Notic- 
ing that he was out of the track he 
quickly turned his steering gear to 
throw the machine back on to the ma- 
cadam road. 

The big car gave a sudden jump as 
the front wheels were turned, the rear 
wheels skidded, and in an Instant the 
auto went over, making one complete 
revolution and stopping half way over 
the second time near a barbed wire 
fence. 

As the car made its first turn, Aik- 
man was caught under the steering 
wheel, receiving a fracture at the base 
of the skull and rendering him uncon- 
scious. Sommers stayed with the car 
until it made its second turn when he 
was caught under it and had to be 
dragged out by the section men, who 
ran to his aid. At the first turn, Mrs. 
Aikman and the children, who were 
protected by the high back of the ton- 
neau, fell to the ground, receiving 
only minor injuries. | 

Douglas and Osborn were soon at 
the scene and took Aikman and Som- 
mers to the El Monte Hospital where 
Aikman died within an hour after the 
accident, Sommers lingering two hours 
ionger, neither having recovered con- 
sciousness. Sommers kept asking, 
“Where am I?" and “What has hap- 
ened?” Sommers'’s severest injury 
was in the left side of the abdomen 
‘and death was caused by hemorrhage 
of the bowels. He also sustained a 
broken left arm and left leg, a broken 
right hip and-many bruises about the 
head 

Mrs. Aikman and the children were 
also retnoved to the El Monte Hospi- 
tal, where their injuries were treated 
and later were brought to their home. 
Walter White was taken to the Good 
Samaritan Hospital. It was stated 
late last night that his injuries are 
not dangerous and that he will be 
out In a few days. |

SHOR COMPANY SUES OWNER 
FOR TERMINATING LEASE, 


Aftermath of Broadway Blaze to 
Have Court Sctting Former Ten- 
ant Demands Vorty-tive Thousand 
Dollars—Allieges Lease Was Given 
New Tenant Ulegally. 


As an aftermath of the fire which

The company alleges that Byrne 
could have repaired the structure in 
less than two months, but that in- 
stead of so doing, he let the property 
to the J. W. Robinson Company, with- 
Out having served notice on the for- 
mer tenants that its lease was termin- 
ated. 

The company alleges that it car- 
ried a high class of goods and that 
it catered to the wealthy class of 
citizens. It avers that it can conduct 
its business oniy on Broadway be- 
tween Second and Seventh streets and 
that there is not a vacant building 
available for its purposes. 

It is alleged that the tease of the 
company, Which was to have run un- 
til December 31, 1915, was reasonably 
worth $45,000.

WATTS AND ITS WATER. 

OBJECTION MADE TO RATE. 

The Conservative Realty Company 
yesterday filed suit against Watts and 
the City Trustees to restrain them 
from putting in force a city ordinance 
‘Tegulating water rates, passed June 
27 of this year. 

The company alleges that it sup- 
plies the emall city with water, and

Position of Board of Public Utilities. 
LOS ANGELES, July 19.—[To, the 
Editor of The Times.] The material 
prosperity and advancement of the 
city of Los Angeles and of n- 
habitants, of whatever condition in 
life, depend signally upon a proper 
understanding of the relations be- 
tween the people and the pubiie ser- 
vice corporations. The prevalent 
opinion that there ts a conflict of in- 
terest between the two, renders this 
very desirable and somewhat dificult 
of attainment. The companies have 
large sums invested and have com- 
modities, or service, for sale; but, un- 
like the private merchant, cannot fix 
the selling price. The people not only 
have the right to be served by the 
companies, but, differently from the 
ordinary buyer, 
agents, aid in fixing the rates which 
they are to pay. It would be strange 


present problems of supposed difficult 
solution and, yet, the selution is quite 
possible, Each of the parties may be 
treated fairly without unfairness to 
the other. In fact, to be truly fair 
to either is to be fair to both. Thetr 
true interests are identical and in- 
separable, for they are the interests 
of the community itself. 

Experience in other places has 
taught that the relations between the 
corporations and the people can best 
be handled by such a body as the 
Board of PubHe Utilities and that 
board was accordingly created eight- 
een mdnths ago; but such an instru- 
mentality is. practically ineffective un- 
less it is worthy of and actually en- 
joys the confidence not only of the 
people, but of the corporations. The 
great difficulty is, however, that the 
funcions of such boards are not gen- 
They have 
worked admirably in those places in 
which they have been in existence long 
enough for the people to become ac- 
quainted with them, and to understand 
them. The loca! Board of Public Utill- 
ties will be a useless appendage of the 
city government until it is understood, 
It therefore seems most proper to en- 
deavor to define its powers and duties 
as a rate-reguiating body. These are 
most plainly fixed by law, and are, 
in the main, to be carried out with 
comparative ease. 

(1.) The board has the fullest pow 


ler to cramine the books and papers of 


the utility corporations and, in order 
to make its examinations effective, hag 
power to require their books to be 
kept in a proper manner. 

(2.) It has the right of access to the 
systems, plants, works and pro 
of the corporations, and the right of 
inspection, to the end that the exact 
extent and value of the tangible as- 
sets and property may be known. 

(3.) It has the power to require re- 
ports from the companies and the 
charter requires each of them to meke 
an annual report as an aid, but not 
as the sole guide, for the fixing of 
rates, 

(4.) It must by the rates fixed, al- 
low each company a reasonable profit 
in the conduct of its business. 

(5.) The profit is to be figured by 
returning to the eompany its operat- 
ing expenses, a certain amount for 
depreciation, and reasonable interest 
on the amount of money invested in 
the system, plant or works. 

(6.) It is only reasonably, property 
and actually expended operating ex- 
penses which are to be returned. This 
rule eliminates excessive salaries and 
all other unnecessary or improper 
outlay. — 

(7.) The allowance for depreciation 
is to cover the annual decay or waste 
of the property. The allowance is 
necessary in order to provide for the 
upkeep of the property, especially as 
the company. differently from the 
usual investor, is never to receive a 
return of the principal invested. That 
is devoted irrevocably to the public 


(8.) It is only upon the reasonably, 


properly and actually expended orig- | 


inal investment that interest must be 
returned. This rule eliminates fool- 
ish expenditure, expenditure toward 
larger plants, and for more costly 
equipment than the population to be 


served requires, and all other similar) 


outlay. 

(9.) As indicated, rates are to be 
based an actual invesemtn, on actual 
property. Excessive capitalization, 
Water stock and padde returns cut 
no figure in the proLlem. 

(10.) The question whether rates 
are reasonable is to be measured ac- 
cording to the factors abeve men- 
tioned and no other. A utility cor- 
poration is in business, just as is the 
orinary merchant, and it is equally en- 
titled to a profit. The only difference 
is that the rate to be charged by the 
corporation is regulated by the posi- 
tive laws of man, while the price to be 
charged by the merchant is governed 
by the economic laws of supply and 
demand and of competition. 

(11.) Aside from the first that the 
fixing of rates under the rules above 
laid dowy is equitable and just, it ts 
positively required by the law.

Ryan, 
representing the Controller Bay Navigation 
Company, to former Secretary Ballinger of 
the Interior, Department, which letter con- 
tained a postscript; reading as follows: 
“Dear Dick: I went to see the Pres- 
ident the other day about this Con- 
treller Bay affair. The President asked 
me whom it was I represented. I told

seem to satisfy him. So I sent for 

Charlies Taft and asked him to tell his 

brother who it was I really represented. 

The President made no further objec- 

tion to my claim. Yours, Dick.” . 

Miss Abbott represents that she copled 
this letter and made it the basis of a 
“story,” which she sent to Collier's; but the 
“story” was too thin even for Collier's, 
which refused to publish it. It was after- 
‘wards marketed by her with a Philadelphia 
newspaper and forms both the basis and 
the superstructure of an edifice of falsehood 
and slander which the insurgent and muck- 
raking press have erected against President 
Taft. 

. The Guggenheims, it is alleged by the 
muck-rakers, schemed to obtain an order 
from the President throwing open to entry

In order to secure the signature of the 
President to such an. order the intimation 
of the “Dick to Dick” postscript is that it 
was necessary to obtain the ald of the 
President's brother, Charles Taft.

Against the credibility of Miss Abbott's 
story there appear the following facts: 

1, Secretary Fisher denies that Miss 
Abbott ever showed him any such letter. 

: 2. Secretary Ballinger denies that he 
received any such letter. 

3.. Richard Ryan denies that he ever 
wrote, or caused to be sent, any such letter. 

4. President Taft denies that his brother 
ever spoke to him about the Controller Bay 
lands. | 


5: Richard Ryan does not represent the 
Guggenheims, and never did, 


Phe Guggenheims have no interest in 


the lands about Controller Bay. 

7. It’s a matter of record that Ballinger 
reported against the Controller Bay land 
claimants. 

The only proofs to sustain the absurd 
charge that President Taft would stoop so 
low as to join in a corrupt scheme to obtain 
a waterfront in Alaska is the wori of Miss 
Abbott, and a scrap of paper written by her- 
self, and, according to her own statement, 
she gained admission to the files of the In- 
terior Department under false pretenses. 

It is ferther alleged by the miuck-rakers 
that the President, before signing the proc- 
lamation opening the harbor frontage at 
Controller Bay to entry, struck out a clause 
making it effective sixty days from date. . 

There is no proof whatever of this state- 
ment. There is nothing to show that the 
sixty-day clause—if it was ever in the order 
—~was stricken out by the President, or 
whether it was not stricken out by a de 
partment clerk. 

There is no evidence that the order ever 
contained such a clause. There is no law

There was no necessity for it in 
the Controller Bay case, for the fact that the 
order was made was. wired to Alaska, and

telegraph that the order had been signed, 
he and his associates made their entries at 
once.

But neither Napoleon, nor 
Talleyrand, nor Kaunitz, nor Bismarck left 
descendants who inherited any portion of 
the ability of their fathers. 

In our own country no President except 
John Adams left a descendant who ap- 
proached his father in ability. John Quincy 
Adams and his son, Charlies Francis Adams, 
and even the great grandson, John Quincy 
Adams No. 2, maintained a foremost posi- 
tion In national or in Massachusetts poli- 
tics. The sons of Daniel Webster or Henry 
Clay were never heard of, and the son of 
Abraham Lincoln, although his name once 
earried him into the Cabinet, is only an 
obscure, although reputable, insurance 
lawyer in Chicago. ‘ 

The son of a great man is in a way hand- 
ijcapped by the greatness of his father. 
There are critical Californians who say of 
Gov. Hiram Johnson—great as he is—*“Oh, 
yes, Hiram is well enough, but for high- 
class brains he isn't in it compared with old 
Grove L.” 

These remarks are induced by reading in 
the telegraphic dispatches that James R,. 
Garfield of Ohio is a candidate against 
President Taft and against La Follette for 
the Republican Presidential nominatian. 
The assurance of Jimmy is matchless. Ohio 
politicians say that he spreads very thin 
over the State of Ohio, and to spread him 
over the nation would make it necessary to 
use a microscope to discern the butter 

Of course he is preferable to La 
Follette, even as an inodorous yellow dog is 
preferable to a cur that has been rolling in 
carrion. But compared with William. How- 
ard Taft'as a statesman, a jurist, an orator, 
or an executive officer, he does not reach 
to Taft's ankle joint. 


EGULATING DEATH, 

In the current number of a popular 
magazine, Maurice Maeterlinck, the Belgian 
poet of “Bluebird” fame, has published a 
hopeful and inspiring article on the eternal 
problem of Death. Death i: the only cer- 
tain and absolute factor in life, and in odd 
moments, when the mind is not too busily 
engaged in pressing and immediate enter- 
prises, reflections on this, the inevitable 
end, force themselves on the mind of every 
serious thinker. The optimism of Maeter- 


‘Vinek will ald every reader of bis logical de- 


ductions to look upon death not with indif- 
ference, but with equanimity. This is his 
conclusion. The contemplatior of his final 
end should inapire and not deter any wor- 
thy laborer in his efforts to make the most 
af the opportunities which life affords him, 
leaving his eternal destiny in the hands of 
a Higher Power. 

J. M. Barrie, in a whimsical mood, once 


published a little book entitled “Retter | 


Dead,” which went to show the mistake 
many great men have made in outliving 
their greatness, in not dying at the proper 
psychological moment. He puts in a fanci- 
ful plea for the public regulating of death. 
Unfortunately nobody is able to judge when 
the exact moment for departure has ar. 
rived, since every sane person believes that 
he is capable of better things in the future 
than he has accomplished in the ‘past. It 
is all very well for philosophers to argue 
that one must not die too late, since death 
is irrational. But to set a definite limit to 


‘life, as Dr. Osler has been credited with 


suggesting, is not by any means regulating 
death. Where the world can spare one man 
at the early age of 45, another dies all too 
soon at the century mark. Sometimes the 
finest kernel is covered in a pitiably weak 
shell. Medical science may prolong life to 
its fullest limit in such a case, and of course 
a valueless life could be cut off with the 
consent of the community, But to regulate 
the length of life, according to the fitness 
of the worker, is too deep @ problem for hu-/ 
man genius. | 
Yet some materialist philosophers have 
indorsed in earnest the “Better Dead” prop- 


* 


osition, touched on in jest by the talented 
author of “Peter Pan.” “The enlightened 
regulation and control of death belongs to 
the morality of the future, if the standard 
of human efficiency ts to be maintained,” 
declares one etiical reformer, but how to 
reconcile that regulation with any known 
code of morals he attempts not to explain. 
War and pestilence in the past acted as 
modulators of popuiation, but science and 
Christianity are fast adolishing these twin 
evils. If this tends to increase the number 
of the unfit, it looks as though humanity 
will have to grin and bear it. Spartan dis- 
cipline is a thing of the past. The Spartans 
were the only people who attempted serti- 
ously to produce a fit race by weeding out 
the weaklings, and they were the most 
short-lived of any nation. | 

Just now rationalizing life seems to be 
more important for the race than attempt 
ing to regulate death. “Let conditions be- 
come never so hard,” cried Turgenev, “we 
will fight on and damn it all?" America 
has inherited this spirit; this is in com- 
plete harmony with the law of the survival 
of the fittest. 


AUD™VILLE IN CHURCH, 

A local pastor has hit on a novel plan 
for filling his empty pews on Sunday even- 
ings. This consists in what old-fashioned 
church-goers capnot help but think to be a 
startling innovation. Moving pictures—one 
at least of a comic nature—were presented 
during evening service, to tempt tardy pa- 
rishioners to attend to their religious duties. 
We give the pastor in this case credit for 
the best of intentions. The number of pub- 
lic worshipers in any city is a fair criterion 
of the moral tone prevailing in the com- 
munity.. Los Angeles is- essentially a city 
of church lovers. But will the fact that 
such worship must first be made attractive 
by -the addition of secular amusements 
breed that reverence and respect which all 
people ought to feel for the House of God? 

When the summer sunshine tempts in- 
vitingly from dusty city streets, when the 
swirl of the breakerg calls insistently to 
cool Pacific shores, when a hundred canyon 
streams flash their laughing waters among 
the bright green of the sycamores from be- 
tween fern-clad walls of granite, when na- 
ture wooes every lover of the beautiful to 
worship God through the wonderful works 
of his hands, let no pastor feel discouraged 
if, on these balmy summer Sabbath days, 
his pews remain sometimes untenanted or 
his eloquent sermon falls on too few listen- 
ers. Among these same lovers of beach and 
mountain will always be found the most 
loyal supporters of the church. They not 
only enjoy nature; they “learn to see in 
nature nature’s God.” To us this appears 
a truer spirit of worship than that which 
must be artificially inspired by a moving- 
picture film.

provided a hint of the magic of imagination 
which was to mature in later volumes: 
“In the light of the silent stars that shine on 
the struggling sea, 
In the weary cry of the wind and the whis- 
per of flower and tree, 
Under the breath of laughter, deep in the 
tide of tears, 
[ hear the Loom of - Weaver that weaves 
the Web of the Years.” 
In that same volume, too, was “Michael 
Oaktree,” the record of an aged country- 
man's passing rendered in simple, dignified 
blank verse, with a point of view and a 
quiet. reticence remarkable in a poet so 
young as the author then was. It was of 
this poem that George Meredith said that 
it was “worthy of praise, both as a perform. 
ance and as intimation of strength coming” 
—high tribute from one of Apollo’s veterans 
to the achievement of a boyish recruit. 
That the prophecy of strength coming was 
soon fulfilled may be seen in a poem in the 
same manner, the deeply beautiful “Cottage 
of the Kindly Light,” a brief narrative poem 
that, without any of the aid of lilting 
rhythm or recurring rhyme, is from its poig- 
nant sweetness unforgettable. “The Loom 
of Years” was followed a year later by the 
dainty, tender, richly imaginative “Flower 
of Old Japan,” a story in verse to which Sir 
Philip Sidney's words are not inapplicable, 
for I have proved it again and again, “a tale 
which holdeth children from play.” 3 
“The road to Old Japan! you cry, 
And is it far or near? 
Some never find it till they die; 
Some find it everywhere. ... 
Some seck it with a blazing sword, 
And some with old blue. plates; 
Some with a miser’s golden hoard; 
Some with a book of dates; 
Some with a box of paints; afew . 
Whose loads of truth would ne'er pags 
through 
The first, white, fairy gates; 
And, oh, how shocked they are to find 
That truths are false when left behind!” 
The poet himself is one of those who 
“find it everywhere,” and he has the great 
abiding gift of being able to put his readers 
on that “road to Old Japan”—the road of 
fancy, beauty, imagination, and all undying 
things.

For years San Diego Mission had 
@ most precarious existence and the 
blood of a martyr was needed to 
bring it to success. The treachery of 
seme of the Indians, the brutal 
murder of Father Jaime, the return 
of Padre Serra, the rebuilding of the 
mission, the subsequent growth and 
development, the years of success, its 
secularization and decay, are matters 
with which all are familiar. It is in- 
teresting, however, to note its de- 
velopment, the church and bulidings, 
the establishment of its trade schools, 
the cultivation of the land, and the 


associated with the Indian tribes 
which in Christianity found sources 
} Of happiness and of knowledge. 


In 1803 the church of San Diego 
Mission was damaged by an earth- 
quake and was.replaeed by a new 
building dedicated November 8, 1813. 
With the independence of Mexico in 
1822 and the proclamation of a re- 
serious trou- 
bles came to the missions. The Gov- 
rermor sent from Mexico arrived at 
San Diego in 1826, intending to make 
his home here. His regulations were 
most disturbing to the missions. He 
‘sought to create a apirit of inde- 
pendence among the Indians toward 
the padres and thus  dissensions 
efitered and the peace and happiness 
which had prevailed for sixty years 
was now.about to depart. 
Dieso Mission was secularized in 1834 
the work of the padres received its 
death blow. Freed from the care of 
the padres, the Indians began to lose 
the spirit of their Christian civiliza- 
tion and the vices of the whites soon 
led them into a condition, worse, it 
has been said, than that in which 
‘they were found by the missionaries 
‘in 1769. Padre Diego y Moreno, at

One marvels at the tremendous 
energy of that aged missionary suf- 
fering from great bodily ilis who 
never seemed to tire in going from 
mission to mission in order that he 
might give instruction, consolation 
and aid to his poer Indians. 

Father Serra died August 28, 1784. 
His saintly life was rewarded by a 
holy death, He was in his seventy- 
first year of age and had spent fifty- 
four years as a Franciscan, thirty- 
five years of which were spent on 
the mission of Mexico and Califor- 
nia. His attention particularily to 
the spiritual care of the missions, 
are seen in the books written by his 
own hand which are the treasures 
of the missions which possess them. 
His one thought in life was to do 
good as the faithful minister of 
Christ and the humble son of the 
great St. Francis, Talk about he- 
roes! Where shall we find the equal 
of men like Serra and Creapi, and the 
other Padres, whose self-sacrifice 
and: forgetfulness of everything ex- 
cept the good to be done to the poor 
and neglected, are the characteris- 
tics of their lives. The influence of 
a good life, the wholesomeneas of a 
pifre-minded character touches the 
heart and makes men rejoice that 
notwithstanding the selfishness and 
injustice of men there are still he- 
roes whose one thought in life is 
to be of benefit te mankind. Men 
such as these, form the wealth of 
a nation, they are a nation’s jewels 
beyond the value of those in the 
royal crown, 


THE INDIANS. 


The work of the . Franciscans 
among the Indiatia was not a fall- 


ure. They sought to bring to the 
Indians the religion of Christ, to 
make them Christians, to 


them, promote industry and to 
teach them the blessings of peace 
and knowledge. That they did this 
and did it well, the history of the 
missions for sixty years amply testi- 
fies. The tanguage which they 
taught the Indians is the language 
ef the Indian teday. for from father 
to child. has come the Spanish tongue 
which the mission padres taught. 
The mission bulldings have fallen in- 
to ruin and the Indians 
taught many of the vices of their 


despoilers; they have been scattered 
to the mountain fastnesses,' their 
cultivated fields taken from them 


and thé barren rock given them in 
return. Men have inveighed against 
their indolence and bad habits but 
these were not their characteristics 
under the rule of the Padres. Als 
though they have lost the tian 
which they cultivated and the homes 
which they built, they have sacredly 
kept the religion which the Francis- 
eans taught them and all efforts to 
change them have failed. The con- 
ditions into which they have passed 
were not of the Indian making, and 
the fallure is not te he credited to 
them or to the Franciscans so much 
as to the political misgovernment of 
those who robbed them and which 
has been the atmosphere in which 
the Indian has had to live for the 
last sixty years. 

Nearly a century and a half has 
passed since Padre Junipero Serra 
began his work, yet the Indian loves 
the mission traditions and the pad- 
res. and whatever there is in the In- 
dian life today of faith and hope, 
whatever there ts of the Christian 
religion, comes to them from = the 
Franciscan padres. The missions 


the vandal, but in the Indian soul 
there is the light still burning of the 
faith in Christ which the padres 
taught them. Not only did the mis- 
sionaries convert the savages to 
Christianity but they also trained 
them in methods of work by which 
they were able to maintain them- 
selves. Manual training schoola were 
established around the missions, 
trades were taught and even art of 
rather a high order was the result 
of the labor and self-sacrifice of the 
padres. The very missions them- 
selves in their architecture and build- 
ing are examples of the trades 
which the padres taught the Indians. 
The study of the missions leads one 
to constant surprises at the results 
of Francisean rule.

At the samé time along the Atlantic 
Cuast there was @ mighty struggle of 
a people for political liberty. The 
Boston Massacre, the Stamp Act, the 
Boston Tea Party, Lexington and Con. 
cord, Bunker Hill, the freedom of the 
colonies, the Constitution, the birth of 
the United States—these were events 
which crowded one upon the other 
during those years. On the Pacific 
Coast it Was a battle of true religion 
against idolatry, it was a battle of ciy- 
ilization against savagery: on the At- 
lantic it was a struggle of freedom 
against alien political tyranny. uri- 
tan and Catholic, Pilgrim and Cava- 
lier, had made a home there in search 
of religious liberty, and they united 
to secure political liberty and build 
on this continent a great common- 
wealth of freemen determined to gov- 
ern themselves. Junipero Serra with 
his missions had the thought of lead- 
ing men to spiritual freedom and 
thence to prosperity and happiness, 
Hie taught the Indians to believe in 
the cross and placed within their reach 
the possibilities of Christian civiliza- 
tion which resulted in prosperous 
community life. Seventx yeara later 
the great republic of the West, which 
had sprung out of the blood of the 
heroes of the revolution, and which 
had ppon it the blessing of God, who 
gave to all mén the right of “life, lib- 
erty and happiness,” took to its fold 
the land which the Franciscan Fath- 
ers had cultivated and upon which 
they had established happy Christian 
communities of civilized Indians, and 
California in that union of States was 
to become one of the great common- 
Wealths of the greatest republic the 
world has ever Known. That contri- 
bution to the sisterhood of States 
brought with it the devotedness, the 
valor, the self-sacrifice, the Pprivation, 
of the brown-habited padres who had 
developed a noble manhood and wom- 
anhoo amon the Indian tribes. 
Thus California Was prepared to be 
one of the jewels in the crown of 
States. 
| The missions of California brought 
to the republic the names and vir- 
tues of the noble-«hearted, self-sacri- 
‘ficing Spaniards Who found the in- 
spiration for thelr nobility of service 
in the desire to promote the glory of 
God, the honor of the crown of Spain 
and the welfare of the people.

SUFFRAGISTS THINK HE'S NOT 
DIPLOMATIC. 

Opposes Idea of Encouraging Them 
to Champion Cause and Says Pro- 
cedure Will Lose Thousands of 
Votes—Remarks Warmly Chal- 
lenged by Women. 


Shall the Votes for Women Club, 
the Political Baquality League of 
Southern California, the Political 
Equality League of Los Angeles, and 
other suffrage organizations permit 
themselves to be championed by Jap- 


nese spokesmen? 
The wc have been brought face 
to face with this question in an unex- 
pected manner, 
Some of them say it was undiplo- 
matic in lawyer Choate to precipitate 
a new this order, since they 
ha##troubles enough on hand, Choate 
replies that he wants té save them 
from 10,000 to 20,000 votes, which 
Japanese speakers will certainly lose 
them if they are permitted to pro- 
ceed 


The problem first presented itself 
at a meeting Tuesday afternoon, at 
the home of Mrs. W. H. Mattern, on 
Budlong avenue, where Choate had 
been invited to speak in conjunction 
with Miya Saki, a young law.student, 
The Japanese boy made a good speech. 
Choate conceded this itm prefac- 
ing his remarka which he addressed 
to the women, and not to the young 
man whose motives, Choate agreed, 
were above question. He told the 
women that in the East, the Japa- 
nese problem is too little understood, 
and in California, it is too well un- 
derstood to make it fortunate for suf- 
f to let such a question arise 
during this campaign, He begged them 
not to allow even the most eloquent 
of Japanese to be their spokesmen at 
public meetings, as the people would 
often draw an unhappy inference 
from such representation. 

Choate’s remarks were hotly chal- 
lenged by Mrs. Cora Lewis, and yes- 
terday they were the subject of much 
comment by officers and members of 
all the prominent suffrage societies. 

Mrs. Seward Simons said she 
thought that, in this particular tn- 
stance, the ladies had felt that a Japa- 
ese speaker would be appropriate for 
a Japanese tea, and that she did not 
imagine there would be any occasion 
to have the incident repeated during 
the campaign, Not enough persons 
will take note of the incident, she 
thought, to cut any adverse figure in 
the voting. 

Mrs. George Drake Ruddy said that 
she feels friendly to the Jaapnese, and 
thinks them a wonderful people, but 
she is rather of the opinion that it 
is unnecessary to bring them into the 
suffrage debate.

OLD BOOKS SELL HIGH. 


French Fanmaker and Collector 

Here Says Americans Outbid Him. 
Revival of Decorated Fans. 

Henri Ducolilet, possessor of a li- 
brary of several thousand o]d books 
and their original plates in many in- 
stances, and head of the house of Du- 
collet Freres, the principal manufac- 
turers of fans in France, is registered 
at the Alexandria from Paris. 

“At the auction of the Hoe collec- 
tion in New York, there were a num- 
ber of Frenchmen, who, like myself, 
came over to bid on the old books,"’ he 
said. “We found that the Ameri- 
eans could so far outbid us that our 
purchases were less than one-fifth 
of what we expected them to be. 
The wife of a famous Parisian. col- 
lector secured only three of four books 
out of a list of fifty that she had 
expected to take back with her, be- 
eause of the wonderfully high quota- 
tions made on them.” | 

Mons. Ducollet is a close student of 
political conditions. He declared that 
the “champagne riots” of France will 
not occur again. 

“The new ministry, but recently 
formed by the President,” he de- 
clared, “has as a definite portion of its 
proposed work the repeal of the legis- 
lation, which was responsible for the 
riots at Troyes and Aube, cities, which 
in the redistricting of the champagne 
districts, were excluded from the use 
of the word champagne, by the fact 
that they were put outside of the dis- 
tricts.”’ 

When asked why these districts 
were omitted, he stated that this ques- 
tion has been a hard one to solve 
absolutely, but that it is generally un- 
derstood to have been brought about 


by a group of powerful politicians and 
landowners of the neighboring city 
of Reims, in the Department of 
Marne. 


“The President of the new minis- 
try, M. Caillaux, has pledged himself 


to the repeal of the delimination | 


laws. Should they continue, it will 
make little ifference in the growth 
of the grapes or production of wines, 
and as much champagne as evere will 
be shipped to America.” 

Speaking of the industry of fan 
making. Mons. Ducollet stated that 
it had originated in France, after 
fans had been brought in during the 
fourteenth century from China. Dur- 
ing the period of the Louis XIV, XV 
and XVI, fan making was at its best. 

“Many famous artists, Watteau, 
Boucher and Lancret among them, de- 
voted their talents to the painting of 
fans. Right at the present time we 
are at a revival of thie article, and 
some of the best artiste of Paris are 
devoting their attention to making 
beautiful fans.” 

In substantiation of this, Monsieur 
showed two or three fans of exquisite 
painting and carving which he carries 
about merely as a reminder of his 
business.

Gen. Beauregard, and therefore was 
entitied to command in the coming 
battle, he refrained from taking ac- 
tive command, as he had no time in 
which to study the ground. 

The conference of the two Confed- 
erate generals—both but a few months 
before officers in the United States 
army—was held in the house of a 
farmer named McLean, the same 
man, by a curious chance, in whose 
house at Appomattox, Gen. Lee sur- 
rendered to Grant, McLean having re- 

moved to Central Virginia after Bull 
Run in the hope of escaping ruin from 
the war. 

Gen. Beauregard showed his newly 
arrived senior a map on which was 
plotted the position of his own and 
Gen. McDowell's troops. 

“IT had become impressed,”’ wrote 
Gen. Johnston itn his memoirs, “with 
the opinion that it was necessary to 
attack the enemy next morning, to de- 
cide the event before the arrival of 
Gen. Patterson's troops. . De- 
lay was dangerous, because it was not 
to be hoped that our movement from 
Winchester could be concealed from 
Gen. Patterson more than twenty-four 
hours.” 

It proved, however, that Gen. Pat- 
terson, after forty-eight hours, was 
even then just discovering the move- 
ment—a fact of mighty import to the 
Confederates on the eve of Bull Run. 

It will be seen that the same pur- 
pose actuated the commanders of both 
sides in bringing on the battle of Bull 
Run that converge at Centerville, and 
the fear of the other side being rein- 
forced. There was to be no reinforce- 
ment for Gen. McDowell, however. 

Gen. Beauregard pointed out to Gen. 
Johnston the five roads from Bull 
Run that converage at Conterville, and 
outlined to him his plan for moving 
his troops over them in the morning 
for an early attack. 

It chanced, however, that the orders 
for the movement were not ready for 
Gen. Johnston's signat@re that even- 
ing, and as he had not slept for three 
nights, he retired to rest, expecting 
to sign themn in the morning. 

What the history of Bull Run would 
have been had they been issued that 
night cannot be said, but the morning 
om to call for defense, rather than at- 

cK. 


The Confederate Position. 

Bull Run is a narrow and sluggish 
stream, whose waters flow toward the 
Potomac. Its banks in the main are 
sheer rock, but there are many places 
where the land slopes easily. At most 
of these points is a ford, which can 
be crossed dry-shod ih a wagon. 

“The position of Bull Run,” says a 
military critic, “was better adapted to 
defence than for attack. The stream, 
with its high banks, ran like the ditch 


/of a fortress along the front of the 


Confederate army. 

“To the south was the plateau on 
which stands Manassas Junction (on 
the railroad to the south.) The pla- 
teau is intersected by several creeks 
running through deep depressions and 
dividing the ground into a series of 
bold undulations, level on top and 
with gentle slopes.”’ 

This ground was largely wooded in 
the positions held by the Confederate 
army, which was posted at no less 
than six fords on the stream, with the 
bulk of its strength back of Black- 
burn’s ford, where, from the engage- 
ment of the 18th, it was apprehended 
the Union army would strike hardest. 

To the north of the Confederate 
position the country was more open, 
with rolling fields of grass and corn. 

The extreme north, or left end, of 
the Confederate line, rested on the 
edge of this country, near the stone 
bridge that carries the turnpike from 
Centerville to Warrenton across Bull 
Run. Near this point a stream called 
Young’s branch comes down through 
a valley about a mile wide and enters 
Bull Run. 

It was Gen. McDowell's plan, after 
going well above the stone bridge, to 
cross at Sudiley’s ford, turn sharply to 
the left, and attack the Confederates 
in the rear of their left. 

For this movement his dispositions 
were made fifty years ago today. 

The division commanded by Gen. 
Daniel Tyler was to make the demon- 
stration at the stone bridge, while the 


division under Col. David Hunter, fol-} 


lowed by that under Col. Samuel P. 
Heintzleman, were to make the turn- 
ing movement. 

Gen. McDowell ‘had wanted his 
turning column to cover some miles of 
their march on the evening of the 
20th, but the representations of his 


officers that the men would prefer an! 


early start in the morning led him to 
yield—a fact that had some bearing 
on the outcome of the battle, which 
the men were to enter fatigued from 
a long, hot march.

As a matterof record, it is well to 
note the makeup and positions of the 
troops of both commands. McDowell 


had about 30,000 effective men, but 


the necessity of guarding his line of 
communications and his base at Cen- 
terville left his fighting force, with 
which to cross Bull Run, less than 
20.000. Beauregard had 22,000 men,
